public hearing is scheduled for Tuesday, Jan. 
9, 1990, concerning Ordinance No. 1059 which ad¬ 
dresses the mitigation plan for URM (unreinforced 
masonry) within Sierra Madre. 

Ann Ludwig, a business development specialist 
with California Dept, of Commerce which im¬ 
plements the Main Street Program, told the council 
Tuesday evening at their meeting, “The communiu 
is right on target. They (the Dept, of Comme:cci 
want to know what you plan to do” and the council 
is providing this information through Ordinance 
No. 1059. 

The building and safety department of Sierra 
Madre has identified and notified approximately 52 
property owners that their buildings are to be listed 
in the inventory of URM and filed with the state ol 
California besides being recorded with the Los 
Angeles County Recorder’s Office. 

The council made motions to acknowledge and 
certify the inventory of URM structures and to 
adopt a mitigation plan pursuant to the URM Law 
that requires compliance within three years pursuant 
to Ordinance No. 1059 which will be adopted and 
implemented by March 1, 1990. 

' In other business the Sierra Madre City Council 
approved of the Notice of Intention to recommit 
$250,000, plus $100,000, toward a building and 
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remodeling project for the city library. The Notice 
of Intention starts the wheels rolling for application 
for a grant to the State Librarv for the California 
Library construction and Renovation Bvtnd .Act of 
1988. The entire amount of nitniey the libiary needs 
for the project is $1,862,569.

Fire destroys five businesses

By proclamation of the President of the United 
States, Dec. 15, has been designated Bill of Rights 
Day in commemoration of the 198th anniversary 
of this historical document. 

Continuing the celebration of the 2()0th anniver¬ 
sary of the United States Constitution, California’s 
join with the California State Society, NSDAR, 
Mrs. Starr A. Devel, State Regent, in statewide 
Bicentennial commemorations, as the observances 
take a greater significance as we reflect on the mo¬ 
mentous events surrounding the formation of our 
government. 

One goal of the California Daughters and the 
National Bicentennial Commission for the next two 
years celebration throughout America, is to encour¬ 
age all Americans to renew and deepen their appre¬ 
ciation of the unique heritage passed on to us. This 
heritage finds its most sustaining and formal 
expression in the United States Constitution. 

In 1989, we observe the Bicentennial of the con¬ 
vening of the First Congress under the Constitution, 
the inauguration of George Washington, our first 
President, organizing our national government and 
proposing our Bill of Rights. The Bill of Rights 
Bicentennial Commemoration continues through 
1991. 

George Mason’s Bill of Rights was included as 
the First Ten Amendments, our guarantee of indi¬ 
vidual freedom. He realized the truth in the state¬ 
ment that we hear often today: “Eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty.” 

George Mason’s name has largely been for¬ 
gotten as a result of his insistence not to sign 
what he felt was an incomplete Constitution. Some 
feel that Mason was the most influential member of 
the Philadelphia Convention. 

Mason spoke and wrote openly of his objections. 
He wrote his disagreements, section by section, on 
his copy of the Constitution. The document was 
printed as a pamphlet by friends and it became the 
handbook of opponents of ratification. It was only 
a matter of time before many of Mason’s pro¬ 
minent ideas became emodied into the Bill of Rights. 
Mason authored the Bill of Rights and Coast it utioiial 
Amendments adopted for proposal to the first 
Congreu by the Virginia Convention. 

It was Cieorge Mason who ably artaulated the

Immediately following the devastating fire in 
Sierra Madre that ravaged six businesses, totally 
destroying five of them, two retail merchants started 
the Sierra Madre Downtown Retail Merchants Reliel 
Fund. 

Jerry Meyer from Paper Palace and Bill 
Sullivan from Bottle Shop are the merchants who 
founded the fund. 

Those who wish to give money to the fire vic¬ 
tims should sent a direct deposit to Sanwa Bank, or 
make their deposits at city hall or the police depart¬ 
ment. The Sierra Madre News has also accepted 
several donations which have gone into that same 
fund. 

The News will list donors in the paper as soon as 
the fund swells to that point. 

Meyer said, “The whole idea is to establish an 
aid fund for those burned out businesses with no in¬ 
surance or to help those who are in financial strain.” 

How will the money be distributed? Meyer said, 
“By square footage,” indicating that he felt that 
would be the easiest way to determine amount of 
loss in the retail businesses. 

Fire Chief Edward Tracy said the fire 
started in the Treasures of Sierra Madre at 22 
W. Sierra Madre Blvd. and extended through 
the common attic space, winding up in Soft 


Touch Nail Salon, The Spinning Wheel, Webb 
and Gordon Realtors, Tequila Sunrise and Hap¬ 
py’s Wines and Spirits. Preliminary loss is 
$721,000. Cause of the fire is termed “elec¬ 
trical.” 

“According to the 9-1-1 records, the first call 
came from the Sierra Madre News at 11.31 and the 
engine was on the road three minutes later with 
workers putting water on the fire a minute later,” 
Chief Tracy said. 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer arrived at 11:33, a 
minute before the first engine. 

Others who called in alarms weie Imperial Sav¬ 
ings, Taylor’s Meats, Sierra Madre Post Office. BJ’s 
Beauty Supplies, Touch of France and the fanning 
Salon. 

Total square footage of the area ravaged by the 
fire stands at 4569 square feet. Broken down, that 
leaves businesses with areas as follows: Treasures of 
Sierra Madre, 500 square feet; The Spinning Wheel. 
1825 square feet; Webb and Gordon. 1484 square 
feet; Tequila Sunrise, 490 square feel; Soft Touch, 
360 square feet. 

Happy’s Wines and Spirits, with 2U.K) square 
feet, suffered smoke and water damage and the fire 
had extended into the roof rafters, Tracy said.

On December 15, 1791, our Found¬ 
ing Fathers celebrated the ratification 
of the first ten amendments to the Con- 
situation of the United States, A Bill of 
Rights that has helped guarantee the 
freedoms that all Americans cherish. 

For the first time in the history of 
nations, our Founding Fathers estab¬ 
lished a written Constitution with 
enumerated rights based on the principle 
that the rights to life and liberty come 
not from the prerogative of government, 
but inherent in each person as a funda¬ 
mental human heritage. Americans be¬ 
lieve that all persons are equal in their 
possession of these unalienable rights 
and are entitled to respect because of 
the immense dignity and value of each 
human being. With these great principles 
in mind, the Founding Fathers designed 
a system of government limited in its 
powers, based upon just laws, and rest¬ 
ing upon the consent of the governed. 

In 1791, when Madison set about 
drafting a Bill of Rights, he used 
George Mason’s 1776 version as one of 
his primary models. Mason’s esteemed 
declaration is still part of the Virginia 
Constitution. Thomas Jefferson viewed 
George Mason as “the wisest man of 
his generation.’’ 

This year, as we observe the Bicen¬ 
tennial of the proposal of our Bill of 
Rights, one goal of the Bicentennial of 
the Constitution Committee, California 
State Society, National Society Daugh¬ 
ters of the American Revolution, is to 
encourage all Americans to renew and 
deepen their appreciation of the Bill of 
Rights document. The Bill of Rights 
Bicentennial Commemoration continues 
through 1991.

There are books that arrive and appear in 
windows of popular bookstores, advertised 
on T.V. and promoted in newspapers. Best 
sellers. And they touch a universal chord, a 
need for adventure, mystery, romance, healing, 
or basic tale-bearing, but for me they lack 
substance, they lack . . . enduring. Walter 
Wangerin Jr.’s “Miz Lil & The Chronicles 
of Grace,” I did not find on the list of best 
sellers. 1 found it sitting quietly on the “New 
Books” shelf of the public library, and I 
thought, “Oh, that’s Wangerin, I’ll try it.” 

Last summer 1 attended a wrtiers’ con¬ 
ference, and while lamenting the lack of literary 
quality, a woman said, “Read Walter Wanger¬ 
in, you’ll like him.” 1 went to the library and 
found his “The Book of the Dun Cow,” 
which had won acclaim as a children’s book 
and science fiction book, but I was not inter¬ 
ested. I tried a book of his poems and “The 
Orphean Passages,” both of which took more 
patience and discipline than I have these days. 
But with “Miz Lil,” his literary gift has 
opened to me. The book contains chapters 
of autobiographical stories. He alternates 
stories of himself as a young boy in Ore¬ 
gon and stories of himself as a young Lu¬ 
theran pastor in an inner-city (mostly black; 
he’s white) church in Evansville, Ind. He writes 
these stories with unusual style, sensitivity, 
and honesty. 

1 knew it was affecting me forever as I 
was retelling his story of himself and his 
grandfather (“The Spittin’ Image”) to the child¬ 
ren’s librarian, and 1 began to cry. The love 
and loss he describes in his stories are true to 
life. His presence in each story serves often only 
as a facilitator to tell the stories of others. 

To dramatize the distance between Man’s 
judgment and God’s grace, whether it be in par¬ 
ticular people of his childhood (his grandfa¬ 
ther, his mother, a crazy widow-lady, his 3rd 
grade teacher, his arch-enemy) or the peculiar 
people of his parish (a “spaceman,” a prosti¬ 
tute, a bag-lady, a single mother, a female 
co-pastor, and certainly Miz Lil). 

The woman at the writers’ conference was 
right. I like Wangerin. His writing is filled with 
substance and enduring “literary quality.” You 
can find his book back on the library shelf; 
I have it in my heart.

Recycle, recycle, recycle — a buzz word? 
No, it is much more. It is the responsibility 
of everyone if we are to save our environ¬ 
ment, reduce our trash, and cut our cost of trash 
removal. This is a world-wide problem, especially 
in the industrialized world, and unfortunately, 
the United States leads the world in creating 
trash. However, we can’t solve world problems 
until we have solved our own. 

SMEAC has run a recycling program con¬ 
tinuously for 17 years. Presently located at the 
back of the cemetery and west of Sierra 
Vista Park, we recycle newspaper, aluminum 
and glass as well as P.E.T. bottles (these 
are the plastic drink bottles marked with the 
California Redemption on them). It is our policy 
to let civic and youth groups take a turn at 
“running the center” and keeping the profits. 
Twenty-one groups have made their budget this 
way and taken approximately 280 tons out of 
the waste steam. This is great. 

What is new in Sierra Madre is the pilot 
program for curbside pickup of glass, aluminum 
cans, P.E.T. and newspapers. The Monday 
pickup area is furnished one bin by Western 
Waste for all items but please bag or tie your 
newspapers. It appears that we have at least 
50 percent — and by using a tested formula, 
80 percent — participation. In a few months the 
program should be city-wide. Scholl Canyon re- 
quries a 5 percent waste reduction but the state 
has just signed into law a requirement for 
25 percent reduction and later 50 percent. 

Let’s all get into the recycling habit one 
way or another.

The fire that ravaged four Main Street 
property owners’ buildings, destroyed inven¬ 
tories of five businesses and significantly 
damaged a sixth, presents the toughest chal¬ 
lenge downtown Sierra Madre has had to face 
in recent history. 

While the fire blazed, fellow building and 
business owners were offering physical assist¬ 
ance and verbal support for the recovery that 
lay ahead. Temporary office space, use of phones 
and offers of financial assistance were made and 
carried out. That spirit of personal concern 
and willingness to help is continuing. 


An informal meeting of the involved pro¬ 
perty owners was initiated, scheduled and 
conducted the next day, facilitated by Main 
Street and the Chamber of Commerce. Because 
the properties involved have been discussed 
as a possible site on which new commercial 
floor space (second stories) or reconfiguration/ 
rebuilding could take place, there was interest 
to hear how the property owners felt given re¬ 
construction was now an immediate oppor¬ 
tunity. It’s too early to comment on specifics, 
but it is fair to say the discussion was frank, 
constructive and conducted in a basically posi¬ 
tive environment. There was agreement it is im¬ 
portant to determine what realistic alternatives 
exist as soon as possible so the rebuilding 
process can begin. 


Revisions contained in the final report 
submitted by Economics Research Associates 
(ERA) refer to a property and business im¬ 
provement incentives program, replacing the 
confusing concept of “software programs.’’ 
Number one is the technical advisory assist¬ 
ance to owners of unreinforced masonry (URM) 
buildings discussed in the 11 /23 column. 

Number two is a program of limited low- 
interest loans to owners of buildings requiring 
modest URM code compliance. The consultant 
defines the definition of “modest” as expendi¬ 
tures of $80,(XX) or less per structure. 

Tuesday evening, Dec. 12 the City Council 
scheduled a hearing of their proposed URM miti¬ 
gation strategy. URM property owners were 
invited to attend. A report on that hearing 
is probably contained elsewhere in The News. 
My column deadline prevented comment this 
week but some review, if appropriate, will fol¬ 
low. 

Referring to all five of the “incentive 
programs,” ERA consultant David Wilcox 
states, “It would be very difficult to measure 
short-term economic and investment responses 
from such a property and business improvement 
program, which would largely rely upon volun¬ 
tary self-initiation. 

“Given the possible risk of low voluntary 
response, it would be prudent to fix public 
(redevelopment) investment in such a program 
at a scale where resources are not committed 
on a multi-year basis, and at an initial annual 
effort level which sets the challenge for res¬ 
ponse.” 

ERA goes on to suggest that the mini¬ 
mum cumulative private owner and tenant 
financial response be $4 for each $1 of redevel¬ 
opment funding and that the initiation of pri¬ 
vate action take place within an 18 month time 
frame. More about incentive programs next 
week.

Losses, broken down, follow: 

Preliminary fire loss. Treasures of Sierra 
Madre, $100,500; Soft Touch Nails, $75,500; Spin¬ 
ning Wheel, $300,000; Webb and Gordon Realty, 
$100,000; Tequila Sunrise, $40,000; Happy’s Li¬ 
quor, $105,000. Total preliminary fire loss, 
$721,000. 

“All of these buildings are URM (unreinforced 
masonry), pre-1933 construction. The spread was 
directly attributable in the attic and the fire traveled 
horizontally east and west. The fire was well involv¬ 
ed in the attic areas, sweeping through the buildings 
furiously.” 

Thirty-eight out of the 91 firefighters were from 
Sierra Madre with the rest mutual aid. The first 
alarm, of course, brought Sierra Madreans and the

second alarm brought in the Arcadia, Monrovia and 
El Monte Fire Departments. The third alarm, to 
relieve existing personnel. Chief Tracy said, included 
La Verne, Pomona and West Covina Fire Depart¬ 
ments. 

“Because of the time factor, two engine com¬ 
panies that were ‘special called’ included Pasadena 
for relief purposes,” Tracy said. 

Tracy named the equipment that fought the 
fire: 10 engine companies, three truck-ladder com¬ 
panies, three rescue units, a salvage unit, two mobile 
air compressors, and two support vehicles. In addi¬ 
tion, five police units and 10 officers, American Red 
Cross food unit. Southern California Edison and 
California Gas were also present. 

Tracy said that the unselfish effort in battling 
the fire was the basic cause for the success. “The 
Sierra Madre Police Department were of great help 
in dispatch, traffic and crowd control, perimeter 
security, and assisting in the evacuation of the apart¬ 
ment building next door. Gloria Wade was especially 
helpful with her dispatching talents and maintenance 
fof radio communications. We are also grateful to 
Sgt. Christensen for his efforts in securing the area 
for placement of fire apparatus.” 

Tracy applauded the City Council for purchas¬ 
ing the two new pumpers “which greatly con¬ 
tributed” to fighting the fire. The old engine 


couldn’t have operated in the same fashion. He also 
pointed to the purchase of the Bauer air compressors 
which filled air hoses for firefighters 90 times during 
the fire. 

Tracy noted that there is a “need for a suffi¬ 
cient complement of ground ladders for ventilation 
and rescue and for pike poles, the latter in order to 
pull ceilings, expose common attic areas and pro¬ 
hibit fires’ extension. He also said there is a need for 
using elevating platform apparatus to apply water 
curtains.” 

Assistant Chief Roger Lowe was “Incident 
Commander” and Assistant Chief Tony Lerner was 
operations chief for the fire. Fire Marshal Kramer 
was Division 3 chief, assisting with fire at the rear of 
the buildings. 

“Lowe did a terrific job and so did Lerner and 
Kramer. Do you know that we had not one injury in 
that fire,” Tracy said. 

He added that it was a big fire for Sierra Madre 
but not that big a fire overall. “It looked a lot worse 
than what it did. The stores are small. We saved a lot 
in comparison with what we lost.” 

Chief Tracy was in London on business at the 
time of the fire. He noted that his being out-of-town 
actually allowed him to objectively come in and 
evaluate what was done and how successfully we 
have been in training and pre-planning.”

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City principals 
final decision

After over one-and-one-half years of hard work 
and several drafts, the Hillside Ordinance is fianlly 
nearing its final draft form. The City Council and 
Planning Commission reached a consensus on the 
draft at the Thursday, Dec. 7 study session. Also on 
the agenda for the evening was a look at the floor- 
area ratio (FAR) proposals and discussion of a 
Design Review Baord. 

Mayor Bruce Crow led the discussion of a pro¬ 
posed addition submitted by Planning Commission 
Chairman Ross Tyree that would cover the lower tier 
of the hillside, the area that has been the most dif¬ 
ficult to deal with. 

After a few minor modifications, the addition 
would allow the Hillside Ordinance to cover three 
areas. The lowest tier would be zoned R-1-15,000 
provided that the site was “buildable” as defined 
by the Planning Commission. The second tier would 
have a density of one house per 20 acres, with the 
third tier allowing one house per 40 acres. The entire 
hillside would be under a conditional use permit so 
that any building or substantial modification would 
need to come before the Planning Commission. 
Also, the maximum grading of 2000 cu. yds. moved 
and the restriction to one story houses (unless a 
variance was obtained under special circumstances) 
were extended to the entire hillside. 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler *"'11 that 15,000 sq. 
ft. for the bottom sections was “not enough. 1 think 
the minimum should be larger. There’s no way to 
know just how big it is until you drive by the 
Jameson Ct. It’s not that big.’’ 

Planning Commissioner George Salisbury agreed 
with Fowler and suggested that “harder standards 
be set, then let the Planning Commission give a 
variance or CUP of 15,000 to the ‘easy’ ones.’’ 

Commissioner Stan Hutchinson rebutted by 
stating that “if you take the whole Jameson 
development and make it one story, it would look 
all right. It’s the second story that makes all the

difference. If you left it up to me. I’d like to see 
the bottom tier be 15 acres per house.. But that’s not 
fair. 1 think 15,000 sq. ft. is adequate.’’ 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer reminded that 
it was not the lot size that was becoming a prob¬ 
lem, but the density of the house. “That’s what we 
need to look at.’’ 

Mayor Crow reminded the group several times 
that the ordinance was not meant to be all- 
encompassing as to allow the Planning Commission 
the room to interpret it. 

Discussion ensued about where the proposed 
draft would go from here. Mayor Crow explained 
“that since the council has caught all the fire and 
brimstone on this, we just felt it was time we stood up 
and just wrote the details in ourselves, then sent it 
back to the Planning Commission for comment. 
Since they are here tonight, do we need to go 
through it again?’’ 

City Administrator Jim McRea answered, “It 
has to go first to the City Council meeting, then you 
need to forward it to the Planning Commission. 
After their review, it should be back on the council 
agenda for approval by January.’’ McRea also 
added, “There is a feeling in town that the council 
has torn this ordinance apart. That is simply not 
true. The council has merely explored all possible 
aspects of it (to ensure fairness) and has been 
discussing it with the Planning Commission. Since 
tonight is only a study session, no action can be 
taken.” 

Under the topic of floor-area ration, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission, led by Commissioner Stan Hut¬ 
chinson, brought to the council a proposal for a 
new formula that would limit the entire square foot¬ 
age of an R-1 residence. The ratio would allow the 
single story house to cover 40 percent of the lot, but 
if the design went up a second story, it would be 
limited to 30 percent of the lot. 

Mayor Crow questioned the need for more res¬ 


trictions. “We already have side yard, rear yard, 
Ironi yard, and second story limits. Do we want 
more?” 

Discussion continued on the matter, with most 
agreeing that there was a need to limit the “monster” 
houses that could be built despite all the setback 
requirements. City Administrator Jim McRea re¬ 
minded that even with all the requirements, a person 
could still construct a 4000 sq. ft. home on a 
75(K) sq. ft. lot, the smallest “legal” lot size in 
the city. 

Mayor Crow commented that “We’re getting 
more and more restrictive. Let’s be careful not 
to take away these people’s rights.” 

The subject of a Design Review Board was 
discussed, with the topic left for futher study. The 
board would be set up to “screen” plans on the 
basis of design aspects, most important of which 
would be size. One proposal would be for design 
review to come before building commences provided 
that no variances are requested. In the case of a 
variance, or denial by the Design Review Board, 
the applicant would appear before the Planning 
Commission and follow the present procedure.

The work includes demolition of the house and 
garage for the parking lot and for paving the 
driveway and walks. It also includes remodeling the 
lower level and placing a new library addition on the 
upper level and tire sprinklers in the entire library. 

The commitment would come through the 
Sierra Madre Financing Authority and the funds 
must be expended in three years, according to City 
Administrator Jim McRea. 

South Bay Street Sweeping Company asked for 
an 8 percent increase for street sweeping, which 
amounts to $2719.93 per month. Councilman Clem 
Bartolai requested that next year the city should go 
out for bids if the company requests another in¬ 
crease. 

Tom Prevette, regional manager of Cablevi- 
sion, and Bob Matheson, president of Telarts of the 
Sierra Madre/Group W Foundation, have 
negotiated toward public access of television in the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

The interim solution (15 months) proposes that 
the public access facilities and management of all 
public access activities, including training and 
publicity, be provided by the Pasadena Community 
Access Corporation (PCAC) in Pasadena. 

The company provides similar services to 
Pasadena. 

The program would be funded jointly by

Cablevision and Telarts, and the program is set to 
begin Feb. 1, 1990 and end May 1, 1991. 

Matheson said, “It quickly puts Sierra Madre in 
the public access business with more public access 
support than required by the Franchise Agreement.” 

The cable office has relocated to Suite J, 
Renaissance Plaza at 38 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

In further action, Trevor Hammond was ap¬ 
pointed to the Telarts Board of Directors Tuesday 
evening. 

A wellness program, set to cost about $6500, 
has been authorized by the City Council for Sierra 
Madre employees. The exercise room in the Police 
and Fire Facility will be used for the one-year pro¬ 
gram. 

The California Film Commission has developed 
what they call a model process which requires cities 
to adopt the process or inform the commission why 
they cannot or need not adopt the process by Dec. 
31, 1989. Sierra Madre, having its own film permit 
procedures, chose via the council not to accept the 
filming permit process. City Administrator McRea 
will notify the California Film Commission of this 
decision before the end of this year. 

In other action, the City Council requested that 
the city administrator go out to bid for the Phase 1 
Street Improvement Project which is estimated to 
cost $409,000.

Merchants who survived took little time 
to survey losses and go forward

Helen Elliott, owner 
of The Spinning Wheel, 
usually takes Wednes¬ 
days off so she was at 
home in Glendora, run¬ 
ning errands. 

She said, “1 had 
tried to call the store 
at about 11:45 and 
the line continued to 
be busy. Of course, the 
phone line was burned. 
That’s why the line 
continued to be 
busy. Then the phone 
rang and Carolyn Flach, 
my employee, said, ‘He¬ 
len, I have bad news.’ 
I thought, Oh, dear, a 
shelf has fallen and 
some of the ceramics 
pieces have broken. 
Carolyn said, “We’ve 
had a fire.’ 

“I asked if there were 
anything left and she 
said no. I asked 
about the buildings 
around The Spinning 
Wheel and she said 
they were gone, that it 
would be totaled. Caro¬ 
lyn lost her home to a 
fire and she knows what 
it’s like to go through 
something like that. I’m 
the tort of person who 
doesn’t look 

back. I don’t like to waste 
time crying over spilled 
milk. By the time I got 
over here I was already 
thinkhii of Itow I could 


rebuild.” When 
asked about her loss, El¬ 
liott said, “I’ve had a 
monetary loss above my 
insurance. It wouldn’t 
surprise me if I have lost 
$100,000 over and above 
insurance.’’ 

She chuckled and 
said, “I really did 
need a rest.” 

Her husband, George 
Elliott, said, “I got 
tired of cooking. Now it’s 
her turn.” 

Elliott feels extremely 
fortunate that she has 
100 percent of her re¬ 
cords. Besides the 
supplies that were 
miraculously saved 


from the fire, she always 
takes her inventory sheets, 
journals and books of 
the business home 
every evening. So 
they were secure. 

Elliott is looking 
forward to building 
again. “Although I can’t 
reopen anywhere yet, I 
have exciting ideas about 
rebuilding on the same 
site. I hope to have a 
two-story building with 
offices above. In fact, 
all three of us store ow¬ 
ners have talked about 
that. We are also talk¬ 
ing about looking into 
a master plan for that 
area.” 


How long before she is 
back into business? Hope¬ 
fully no longer than 12 
months. “That will give 
me time to get ahead 
on merchandise. I have 
new ideas, and I’ll come 
back stronger and better. 
When I have my new build¬ 
ing, another store. I’ll do 
it right. It will be 
more attractive.” 

Elliott’s husband, 
George, told The News 
the Helen’s biggest regret 
was losing her 1947 Ro¬ 
yal manual typewriter. 
She grinned, “That’s 
like giving up an old 
friend. I could 
type 90 wpm on that 
old typewriter.” 

Although BJ’s Beauty 
Salon owner, Wanda 
Vo, was not in at the 
time of the fire last week, 
beautician Patty Drenthe 
and manicurist Beth 
Hurd said that they bail¬ 
ed water out of the 
Renaissance Plaza shop 
following the fire. 

Tiles lifted from the 
floor and carpet was 
covered with water that 
cascaded down from an 
apartment above that 
had been inundated with 
water to keep it from cat¬ 
ching fire. The shop will 
need new carpet and 
paint, also, at well as a 
new ceilint 


Larry Lampe, owner 
of Treasures of Sierra 
Madre, the location of 
the origin of the fire, 
described the way 
the fire traveled. 

He said, “I was in 
front of the store, talk¬ 
ing with Ann Ingels, an 
employee. Another friend, 
Christina Correia, was 
in the restroom, and 
as we walked out by 
the back door we could 
see that the shade root 
ing was on fire I went 
to call 9-1-1 and the 
phone was already dead 


I yelled ‘fire’ and ran 
next door to The 
Spinning Wheel while 
Ann ran to the nail 
shop. The phone in the 
Spinning Wheel was al¬ 
ready dead so we ran 
to Webb and Gordon 
and to Tequila Sunrise 
to warn them. By now 
there was ikmUcs of smoke. 
Ron. a local contractor, 
was there with a Hre extin- 
giaahet Chnsana, Ann and 
•- hristina, Ann and 
Hill Hirgenxmiih from the 
Unocal uaiHHi ran around 
and gathered up x 


Smoking’’ sign that 


tinguishers.” 

Lampe said that Ron, 
the contractor, trying 
to get as much out of 
the store as possible, 
risked injury at that point. 

But then they just got 
out of there and watched 
it all go up in smoke. 

Does he know how 
much inventory he lost? 
About SIS.OOO wholesale, 
he answered. He did not 
have insuraiwc. 

“I really feel sorry 
about the framing work 
that was destroyed. On 
Aug I, I started my 


fourth year here,” Lampe 
shook his head. “1 just 
went to lunch and in that 
time the fire had worsened 
to the point that every¬ 
thing was gone.” 

Lampe told The- 
News, “I was inspected 
by an interim fire mar¬ 
shal when Marshal Kra¬ 
mer was in Hawaii. 
There were no electrical 
violations.” 

He said there were 
about 150 pairs of earrings 
saved “through the 
efforts of employee 
Cindy Marugg and other 
volunteers.” 

Lampe and Michael 
Boling, who owned Te- 
quilla Sunrise next door, 
plan to share an area 
of Renaissance Plaza 
that was the ice cream 
shop for a short time. 
They both note that it is 
temporary only and they 
will share the space until 
the end of the year. 

“Harry Sparks, owner 
of the former ice cream 
shop, told us the rent 
was paid through 
Dec. 31. We surely appre¬ 
ciate that,’’ Lampe 
said. 

Boling, who owned 
the Soulhwcaicm shop 
called Tequila Sun- 
liK. said ihm the oaiy itaiag 
to do was iust to watch

“We want to acknow¬ 
ledge the tremendous 
support and help we 
have had from every¬ 
one . . . ” Gordon 
said. 

Webb-Martin com¬ 
pleted the sentence, 
“From friends and 
neighbors who just 
showed up. We were back 
up by 6 that evening...” 

“Thanks to Norm Ha¬ 
ley, our friend and real¬ 
tor in Altadena,” 
Gordon said. 

She continued, “Jack 
Hughes carried out files 
and Steve from Tantastic 
helped and Lew Watan- 
abe and Louie Pasture 
and Mike Berkeley.” 

Webb-Martin said, 
“Chief Betts (police chief 
of Sierra Madre) was 
there on the spot with 
us, carrying out stuff, 
picking up our calen¬ 
dars. He was cool and 
calm and we didn’t 
panic. Then the third 
time, Chief Betts said, 
‘It looks like it’s 
coming through’ and he 


helped us think out what 
we should do next. And 
Pat Simcock was there, 
too. helninp ’’ 

Gordon added, “And 
we can’t forget Bill Thew, 
and Steve Spicer, the fire¬ 
man who was in charge 
after the fire with Drew 
Baske. Bill Messersmith 
asked if there was any¬ 
thing special they should 
look for. Steve saved 
everything that was 
salvageable and stacked 
it all up and covered it 
with plastic.” 

“The outpouring was 
wonderful. Everybody 
stuck with us. One 
friend even offered us a 
36-foot trailer with a 
bathroom. Century 
21 offered us office 
space and computer 
services. Arcadia 
Escrow delivered a big 
box full of forms early 
Thursday. It was in¬ 
credible,’’ Webb- 
Martin noted. 

Gordon said, “The 
stories are endless about 
the wonderful people who 
have shown their sincere 
support and caring.” 

Webb-Martin said, 
“We are, of course, 
continuing to work. 
Everyone shows up 
at 9 a.m. at Lynne’s 
home. The fax is plugged 
in and phones have been 
diverted. We are con¬ 
tinuing business.” 

Gordon concluded, 
“Our office has really 
bonded together. We’ll 
be fine. We can carry 
on at another place, con¬ 
tinue to do business. We 
have kept in touch with 
each other hourly. Actu¬ 
ally, we keep lifting each 
other up, supporting 
each other. The bottom 
line is we’ll be OK, es¬ 
pecially with all the sup¬ 
port and caring that’s 
with us . . .” 

Tracy Miller, owner 
of Happy’s Wine and 
Spirits, and Shelly 
Rausch, co-owner of 
Soft Touch, were out of 
the village when the fire 
was raging but saw the 
evidence in the sky. 

Miller said, “When 
I saw the smoke I 
thought it was in Mon¬ 
rovia. The closer 1 got to 
home, however, 1 realized 
it was right here in Sierra 
Madre. Actually, it didn’t 
look that bad at first 
and I thought ‘It’s too 
bad for Larry.’ Then, as 
I stood and watched, I 
could see it was going to 
be difficult to put out. 
As soon as 1 saw smoke
